You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house,  in  said 
town,  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  10 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1st.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  and  agents  for 
the  ensuing  year.

To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  public  library,  in  addition  to  that  re- 
quired by  law. 

6th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  on 
taxes;  if  so,  fix  the  time  and  rate. 

7th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  rail- 
road tax  for  support  of  schools. 

8th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  hire  money  if  needed. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  care  of  new  cemetery. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  legacy 
of  Mrs.  Nancy  Barr.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Foe  the  Year  ending  February  15,  1899. 

At  the  annual  district  meeting  of  1898  Thomas  J.  Wiggin 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  three  years. 

At  the  organization  of  the  board,  Jasper  P.  George  was 
elected  president  and  purchasing  agent  and  Thomas  J.  Wiggin 
secretary. 

On  September  17, 1898,  Jasper  P.  George  tendered  his  resig- 
nation as  a  member  of  the  school  board,  he  having  removed 
from  town,  and  William  M.  Patten  was  appointed  to  serve  the 
balance  of  the  term  which  expires  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
district  meeting  in  March,  1899,  and  William  M.  Patten  was 
elected  president,  the  position  held  by  Jasper  P.  George. 

The  district  was  divided  into  three  sub-districts  as  hereto- 
fore for  special  supervision  and  furnishing  needed  supplies  to 
the  several  schools. 

The  usual  thirty  weeks'  tuition  has  been  furnished  each 
school  during  the  year  except  in  No.  4  division,  where  circum- 
stances were  such  as  to  warrant  the  closing  of  the  school  two 
Aveeks  sooner  than  the  others  at  the  winter  term,  therefore  No. 
4  will  be  entitled  to  two  weeks  extra  during  the  coming  year. 
In  No.  6  the  same  conditions  existed  as  during  the  last  two 
terms  of  the  previous  year,  and  no  school  has  been  maintained 
there  during  the  year,  and  tuition  has  been  furnished  else- 
where to  the  few  pupils  residing  there. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  schools  which  we  think  can  be 
maintained  to  far  greater  advantage  to  all  concerned  by  con- 
solidation than  by  maintaining  schools  where  scholars  are  too 
few  to  make  the  school  interesting. 

We  have  been  quite  fortunate  in  retaining  the  past  year, 
with  few  exceptions,  the  efficient  and  experienced  teachers  of 
the  previous  year. 
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We  regret  exceedingly  'that  we  were  compelled  to  dispense 
with  the  services  of  Miss  Mary  E.  Crowell  in  No.  4  for  the 
winter  term,  as  it  is  by  no  means  an  easy  task  to  secure  a 
teacher  that  will  fill  the  place  as  satisfactorily. 

The  school  registers  show  that  seven  pupils  have  not  been 
absent  or  tardy  during  the  year.  They  are  Fannie  B.  Kinson, 
Nellie  Murphy,  William  Murphy,  Charles  E.  Porter,  Malcolm 
E.  Hoyt,  Chester  M.  Holbrook,  and  Harold  A.  Holbrook.  The 
scholarship  report  cards  have  been  in  use  throughout  the  year, 
we  think  with  very  good  results  in  creating  an  ambition  to 
reach  the  highest  possible  standing  in  scholarship  and  deport- 
ment. 

The  amount  of  money  appropriated  for  repairs  has  been 
nearly  all  carefully  expended,  and  we  find  the  houses  at  this 
time  in  fairly  good  repair. 

We  have  this  year  procured  three  United  States  maps,  so  at 
this  time  all  the  schoolhouses  are  supplied  with  those  maps. 
The  system  of  vertical  penmanship  has  been  continued  and 
very  favorable  results  have  been  obtained,  all  the  pupils  seem- 
ing to  adapt  themselves  "very  readily  to  the  new,  and  we  are 
of  the  opinion  better,  style  of  writing. 

The  school  machinery  has  not  run  perfectly  smooth  during 
the  past  year,  but  perhaps  as  much  so  as  the  average.  We  see 
no  good  reason  why  more  harmony  might  not  prevail  by 
mutual  unselfish  endeavor  and  forbearance  by  all  concerned 
in  the  best  interest  of  our  schools.
